Referenced letter states that the Criminal Division of the 
Department has suggested that vrtien SARANT and Mrs. DATTCM re-enter the 
United States, that a subpoena be served tq>on them. It is further suggested 
by them that it might be advisable to maintain a physical surveillance 
for the puipose of facilitating the service of the subpoena. 


As the Bureau realizes, this would be a difficult undertaking if 
SARANT and Mrs. DAYTGN desired to avoid the service of said subpoena and 
kept constantly in a travel status. As you know, however, SARANT and Mrs. 
DAYTON left the United States under the .names of Mr. and Mrs. BRUCE/^YTCN, 
using the papers sv;>plied by Mrs. CAROL /pAYTON, vnich Identified SARANT as 
BRUCE DAYTON. Inasmuch as they left the United States under these papers, 
and names, they will tuxloubtedly return to the^iJnited States, if and when 
they do, under the names of Mr. and Mrs. BR UCE’ DAYTON . 

It is suggested that the Bureau may desire to point this out to 
the Criminal Division of the Department, indicating that SARANT has violate^ 
the Immigration laws by using an assumed name and false papers in leaving 
and re-entering the Covuitry. On this basis, the Department could instruct 
the Immigration and Naturalization Service to hold SARANT and Mrs. DAYTON 
until the subpoena from the Southern District of New York could be served 
upon them. This might also give additional grounds upon vdiich SARANT and 
also Mrs. DATi’ON could be prosecuted.

Investigation in this matter by this office at the present time 
consists in the most part of maintaining mail and toll call covers on 
subject's residence, moiiitoring their bank account, and peric^ically inter- 
viewing LOUISeJsABANT. Since the successful flight of AIFRID^SARANT and 
CAROIr>fiAITON, investigative efforts by this office have been in the nature 
of a fugitive investigation, rather than an espionage investigation. It 
appears that this case chiefly centers around the use of the apartment at 
65 Morton Street for espionage activity during the period from 19^3 to 1950 
and the possible espionage activity of AIFRED SARAHT during the period from 
1943 to 1946. There has never been any positive Indication of espionage on 
the part of subjects since they moved to Ithaca from Hew York City in 1946. 

Since the ROSENBERG network centered in New York City and since 
productive investigation of an intelligence natxxre is still being conducted 
by the New York Office, It woxild seem logical and feasible at this time to 
change the office of origin in this case from Albany to New York. The New 
York Office is in possession of all pertinent serials in this case, and 
appears to be in a much better position to administer this investigation, 
p^lcrxlarly with regard to its ramifications and connections with other 
related investigations. 

The above is being submitted for the consideration of the Bureau.

She stated that she could not recall the dates or 
circumstances of einy meetings, but that she believed that she must have 
met him on three or four occasions during this period.

Mrs- SARANTyWas questioned concerning the bill of sale located 
during the perraissi^rg search of her residence. This bill of sale, 
executed by WILLIAl^’^RL, records the receipt of $120.00 by PERL from 
ALFRED -SARANT on September 30 , 1946 for the sale of certain listed 
furniture.^ She could offer no explanation concerning this document 
and stated that to her knovdedge her husband had never purchased any

RE; 65 MORTON STREET APARIMENT, NEW YORK CITY 

Mrs. SARANT advised that she never visited this apartment 
after vacating same on September I3, 1946. She again stated that she 
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has no knowledge of its heing used for Russian espionage activities, 
;that she has no knowledge of itsus6" between 1946 and 1950, other than 
^as a place of residence for JOE^^ARR and WILLIAM PERL, and that she 
still does not recall who instruct^ her or her husband when to give 
the apartment up. With reference to utility payments, she advised- 
that she and her husband only paid the ninthly rent and that all 
other payments must have been made by the occupants of the apartment. 

Mrs. SARANT was questioned concerning the furnishing of 
this apartment at the time of her residence there. She stated that, 
with the exception of an upholstered chair given her by her grand- 
mother, Mrs. LOUIS BRANDT, all of the furniture was in the apartment 
when she moved in after her marriage In July, 1945* She described 
the complete fvu-nishings of the apartment as follows:

She stated that all of the above furniture was moved to 
Ithaca with the exception of the box springs to the bed, which was 
left in the apartment, and the rug and under pad, which she believes 
were left with her husband’s relatives on Long Island. 


The bill of sale referred to previously in this report listed 
as furniture sold by V/ILLIAM PERL to AIFRED SARANT the following:

. Mrs. SARANT advised that furniture answering this des- 
criptionlwas in the Morton Street apartment, with the exception of 
the tea cart. 


Mrs. SARANT was questioned concerning the shipment of the 
furniture from this apartment to Ithaca. She stated that she 
definitely recalls that the furniture was moved on the same day that 
they vacated the apartment, SciJtember 13, 1946, and that it came 
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directly to the apartment of her parents, k22 Eddy Street, Ithaca, 

;,New York, and was not placed in storage. She could not recall the 
identity of the moving company, hut stated that she believes it was 
Dean of Ithaca. 

Mrs. SARA B. BUCK, treasurer and office manager. Dean of 
Ithaca, caused a search to be made of the files of this company for a 
record of this move. She advised that no record could he located for 
this move, hut that the company records reflected three other movements 
of furniture and household furnishings for ALFRED and LOUISE SARAMT 
from New York City to Ithaca, with all moving and storage expenses 
paid for by Mrs. LOUIS BRANDT, Complete details were available for 
only the first shipment, which was made by Crispell Brothers Trucking 
Company of Slaterville Springs, New York. This shipment was picked 
up by this company on November 7* 19^7 from 1230 Pari: Avenue, New 
York City, the address listed for Mrs. BRANDT, and was moved directly 
to Ithaca, where it was placed in storage. Tlie other two shipments 
were mode by Weeks Storage Company, Roclcville Center, Long Island, and 
were picked up on July 12, 1948 and May 19^ 19^9* Tlie points of origin 
of these shipments are not shown in the records available. All of 
these shipments were placed in storage in Ithaca and were removed 
June 24, 1949 . The make-up of each shiptient is indicated in the 
records of Dean of Ithaca, and it was noted that each consist^ of 
general household goods and furniture. 

Mrs. SARANT later advised that all of these shipments 
constituted gifts to her by her grandmother.

"She'has further 
advised that it is foolish to consider BRUCEnMYTON as being con- 
nected in any way with Russian espionage, thav her husband never 
knew him before moving to Ithaca, and tliat he had absolutely no 
connection with the 65 Morton Street apartment. 

Mrs. SARANT has advised that she intends to sell her house 
and that her only source of support is her step-father, VICTOR K. D. 
ROSS. 

On April 6 , 1951> immediately after the conviction of 
JULIIK and ETHEL ROSENBERG, Mrs. SARANT was interviewed by SA PAUL R. 
BIBLER and the writer. She emphatically denied any knowledge of or 
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connection with Russian espionage, and stated that she is willing at 
any time to testify under oath to all statements made by her during 
the course of this investigation. At this time, she indicated that 
she is contemplating divorce proceedings against her husband.

ERNEST PAUL GRAY, graduate student 
in Physics, and Research Assistant 
at Cornell University in 1950, 
recalls that on 2/1/50 he drove 
WELDON BRUCE DAYTON from Ithaca to 
New York City. This trip was in 
GRAY'S car, a 1939 Hudson, four-door 
sedan, color gray. They were going 
to the annual meeting of the American ' 

Physical Society held in NYC 2/2-U, 
inclusive, 1950. GRAY let DAYTON out 
of the car in the vicinity of George 
Washington Bridge, from which point 
DAYTON was to obtain local transportation 
to his destination.' GRAY believes DAYTON 
was not going to. stay at a hotel, but had 
arranged to stay with some unknown friend. 

He recalled seeing DAYTON at the American 
Physical Society meeting, 2/2/50. DAYTON 
obtained a ride with someone else to return _ 
to Ithaca on or about 2/4/50. Backgi*ound 
information on GRAY set forth. 


AT SILVER SPRING. FtARYLAND 


ERNEST PAUEYGRAY was interviewed at the Applied Physics Laboia tory, 
Johns Hopkins University. In 1950 he was stationed at Co;*pell 
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University, Ithrca, New York, a graduate student in Physics 
and employed as a Research Assistant* GRAY is single and he 
resided at the home of Mrs. PE/iRL JOHNSON, RPJD 2 or 4 on Route 
96, south of Itheca. He roomed with MURRAY>^ESHKIN, who was y'CJ 
likewise a graduate student and a Research Assistant at Cornell. 

Mr. GRAY stated that he was acquainted with WELDON BRUC^tTJTIYTON 
who was likewise a graduate student and a Research Assistant 
at Cornell. Ho was not narticularly well acquainted with 
DAYTON otlier than the fact that ho know of their common 
interest In rosoarch, and his principal contacts with D^^YTON 
were on and about the campus at Cornell University, as they 
chanced to moot. Mr. GRAY pointed out that he had an office 
in a different building from DAYTON and it was infrequent that 
he would encounter DAYTON on the campus. He stated tha^ 
DaYTON’s closest friends, to his knowle^e were LAURip^ROWN, 
a gradiiate student, and P^qfesso;i_PHILLIB^f^RRI.SO^^^ 

Mr. GRAY stated that he was never in D.-*YTON*s homo, but he 
did understand DAYTON was married and had several children 
and. lived about five miles out of town on the east shore 
of Cayuga Lake. 

Mr. GRAY recalled only one occasion v;hon he made any trip off 
campus in a car with DAYTON. This was on or about February 1, 
I95O1 when thoy made a trip together from Ithaca to New York 
City in GRAY'S personal car, which was a 1939 Hudson, four- 
dobr sedan, color gray. No one else accompanied them on this 
trip. Thoy were going to the annual mooting of the ximorican 
Physical Society in Now York City, which was hold on Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday, February 2-4, inclusive, 1950. 

Mr. GR/IY pointed out it was the practice at Cornell for those 
who were driving to meetings off the campus to announce to 
the others whether or not they had room in their car for 
additional passengers. As he recalled it, he lot it be known 
that he ^as driving down to Nevi York for the annual meeting 
and offered to ride any xvho were interested. To the best 
of his recollection, DAYTON may have spoken to him as much 
as a week before the mooting, arranging to ride down vjith 
him, but in any event, he is certain that the final arrange- 
ments for the trip were discussed one or two days before 
leaving Ithaca, namely Monday or Tuesday, January 30 or 31* 

1950. 
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Mr. GR/xY stated he did not have an exact recollection of the 
circumstances, but ho does recall that DAYT'ON had an old car 
of his own which he hesitated to take out of town because it 
might breakdown and further, DAYTON* s wife needed the car 
in her husband’s absence from Ithaca* Mr. GRAY said ho was 
never in DAYTON’S car but he does recall seeing DAYION drive 
in and out of the parking area and he believes the oar ho 
had at that time was an old 1936 or 1937 dark sedan of some 
small make like a Chevrolet or Ford. 

Mr, GRAY continued that he did leave Ithaca in his car with 
DAYTON some tino in the forenoon of February 1, 1950, and 
the trip down to New York City lasted seven hours. They 
proceeded by Routes 96, 17 and 1]. to the George V/ashington 
Bridge. Route 17 was in bed repair and they had a flat tire 
and had to change to the spare tiro on the road between 
Middletown and New York City. 

Mr* GRAY pointed out that it was never practical to take any 
passengers dov/ntown on trips to New York City because after 
crossing over the George Washington Bridge, his own route 
to the home of his parents, 8910 Whitney .ivenue, Elmhurst, 

New York, took him through the Gueens Section of New York 
City, and it was much more convenient for persons riding with 
him to take the subv/ay. Accordingly, he believes in all 
probability, ho let DAYTON out of' his car at Grand Concourse 
and I6lst Street in Bronx, New York, from which point DAYPON 
could have taken the sxibway to any destination in the Manhattan 
area • 

Ho had no recollection whether or not DAYTON had discxissed 
his plans for a room in Now York City for the period of the 
American Physical Society meeting, but ho did have an impr-essior. 
that DAYTON had indicated in .some manner that ho was not going 
to a hotel but intended to stay with friends, and that from 
whore, DAYTON loft his car, DAYTON intended to take tho 8th 
Avenue q(ubvmy. 

Mr. GRAY recalls that ho saw DAYTON tho first day of the 
mooting, namely Fobruory 2, 1950, but ho does not recall 
whether or not he saw DAYTON the second or third days of tho 
meeting. Ho did not bring DAYTON back to Ithaca, He, GRAY, 
stayed over Sa-t urdoy night at the homo of his parents and 
returned alone to Ithaca, on Sunday afternoon, February 5> 1950, 
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Mr, GRAY stated he had no information aa to whether or not 
DAYTON could have boan in New York City on January 28-31» 

1950, inclusive, ^r for any part of this period. He recalled 
that on the trj>r down on February 1, 1950 that DAYTON had talked 
about BERNARp^^TERS, a physicist at tho University of Rochester 
who was doing research in cosmic rays, Mr, GRAY explained 
that he knew DAiYTON was a close friend of PETERS and that 
DAiYTON and PETERS had attended joint seminars between Cornell 
University and tho University of Rochester, and that ho had 
seen them togethor on such occasions. 

At the timo of tho trip from Itli^ftca to Now York City, according 
to Mr. GRAY, there had been some newspaper publicity and talk 
in physics circles to tho effect that PETERS was refused a 
passport by the State Department to go to India for experiments 
and studies of cosmic rays. 

Mr, GRAY continued that ho had a distinct rocollection that 
DAYTON mentioned having soon PETERS recently, probably at 
Rochester University on a recent weekend. He then began to 
pump DAYTON to loam if PETERS believed he would get cloaranco 
to go to India. DAYTON said that he did not know, but would 
find out more while they were in Now York City. 

Other conversation on the trip from Itheca to New York City 
dealt with DAYi'ON’s early life in California, where DAYTON 
had studied and had first met PETERS, DAYTON also talked 
about his experiences in building a home for himself in 
California and also at lth©ca, 

Mr# GRAY stated he did not know if DAYTON returned to Ithfica 
from New York City with MURRAY PESHKIN on or about February l 4 ., 
1950. Ho commontod that it is quite possible that DAYTON did 
ride back with PESHKIN because PESHKIN had driven his own car 
down on this trip. Ho explained that he, GRAY, and PESHKIN 
did not ride down together in one of their cars, because both 
of them v^antod the use of a car in Now York Cityj he, GRAY, 
desiring a car to travel back and forth from the homo of his 
parents, whereas PESHKIN wanted to have his own car available 
while in tho city. Ho stated that PE.vHKIN had al9i|-0 Oldsmobile 
color - gray. 

Mr. GRAY advised that MURRAY PESHKIN has left Cornell University, 
as has LAURIE BROV/N, and both of them are presently teaching 
at Northwestern University, Evanston, Illinois. 
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Mr. GRAY was closely questioned to determine if ho had any 
information or whether ho could furnish any tangible leads 
to identify persons who might have been contacted by DAYTON 
in New York City during the pertlnont period, but he was unable 
to supply any information on this point and said that DAYTON 
had never talked to him about anyone he know in Now York City. 
Likewise, Mr. GRAY was unable to suggest any other person who 
might know where DAYTON stayed in Now York City at that time. 

Mr. ■ EDWARD J. HaRSCH, Security Officer, Applied Physics 
Lab, Johns Hopkins University, made available the personnel 
file on ERNEST PAUL GRAY. He advised ho had no confidential 
derogatory Information concerning GRAY and that GRAY had 
clearance for secret matters. Prom his personnel file, the 
following information was obtained:
